Charter Election.—Although the federalists 
still retain a majority in the Common Council, 
yet the democrats boast of having gained much 
ground, and seem to flatter themselves with the 
hope 6f =n entire change ata future election.

mee from general principles of Law and equity. 
That vothing can be more manifestly unjust 
snd oppressive than to punish an individual for 
disobeying a law before he could by possibility 
be infurmed of its existence ; and Congress could 
sot be presumed to have intended so fisgrant a 
violation of equity and reason.—That unless 
they declare it to be their intention, express and 
sitive, that the penalties of 2 law shall be in- 
ficted upon a man who acts contrary to its pre- 
tg before it canbe known, it shall be pre- 

sumed that they intended to allow a reasonable 
ime for its promulgation, and that the Judges 
should in all cases eXercise a sound discretion 
qs to what should be deemed a reasonable time. 
In this case the counsel contended that the col- 
lector, the organ of government at St. Mary’s 

and the man who was to see the law carried into 
effect there, not having heard of it, allother per- 
sons are to be presumed ignorant, until the con- 
trary be shewn. ‘That Courts of Justice in ex- 
pounding and applying the law, from time im- 
memorial had exercised the power of exempt- 
ing from its operation, persons who in conse- 
quence of mental incapacity were unable to dis- 
tinguish between right and wrong, and why 
should they not have the power to afford relief 
topersons, who from an ignorance, that it was not 
in taciv power to prevent, were equally incapa- 
ble of exercising a discretion and judgment up- 
on the prohibitions of a law.—That the intention, 
the will to do, constitued the essence of every 
offence, and without that ingredient, there could 
be no morai turpitude. 

That the Constitution of the U. States express- 
ly declared that no ea post facto laws should be 
passed, and that the construction contended for 
on the part of the Respondents would give this 
law an ex post facta operation—That the Taw it- 
self afforded an inference in favour of the Appel- 
Jants. The provision in the first clause in favor 
of foreign vessels allowed them to depart with 
such _merchandize as they might have on board 
“when notified of the aci,” and it never could 
have been the intention of the Legislature, in 
the construction of the law, to give to foreigners 
anadvantage which they denied to their own cit- 
izens. ‘The Counsel for the Appellants cited Mr. 
Justice Thompson’s opinions in 5 Johnson’s Re- 
ports, 324, and 6 Bacon's Abridgement, 350. 

The District Attorney on \he part of the Unit. 
ed States insisted that the acts under which the 
Cotton Planter was libefled, became the law of 
the land the moment they were enacted, and in- 
tended hy Congress to be carried into immedi- 
ate effect. He aid it down as a general rule, 
that all Statutes were to have effect in England, 
the moment they received the sign manual of the 
King, and here of the President of che United 
States, unless it should be otherwise specially 
provided for in the acts themseives. He cited 
several authoritiesin support of that position and 
among others the 7th section of the Coastitution 
ofthe US. He argued that not only the law but

doctrine he contended for, for if it were other- °! 


wise, a fatal uncertainty would ensue. - A law 
would go into operation at one time at one place, 
and at another time at another place, and he was 
wholly at a loss to conceive what rule could be a- 
dopted by which Courts might govern themselves 
in declaring at what period a law should be con- 
sidered in force at any particular District ofthe U. 
§. That in enacting as in expounding laws, cases 
ofindividual hardship are not to be taken into 
consideration. What will contribute to the ge- 
neral good is the question to be asked by every 
legislature in making a law, and by every judi- 
Cary in carrying it into effect, not whether it 
canby possibility operate a particular injury— 
That in every government of laws, a pewer was 
lodged in some particular department to relieve 
in cases of judiciary oppression, and that in this 
very case the secretary of the ‘Treasury was 
the proper source from which the claimant was 
to expect relief, if he was bona fide ignorant of 
the law which he has transgressed. 

The Attorney General contended that the 
same rules of construction did not apply to 
statutory regulations as had been applied to 
the principles of the Common Law—That the 
authority of the Legislature was absolute and 
uncontrolable.—It was their province to say what 
should be the law and the province of the judges 
to carry it into effect—That when the intention 
of the former was clearly expressed, the latter 
could never be permitted to say that they meant 
therwise, because a single instance might occur 
of private Wrong.

hat heavy penalties were frequently incurred 
under the revenue laws, when the sufferer was 
entirely innocent of any intention to violate them ; 
where indeed the offence has been committed by 
*nother without his knowledge or consent. 

His Honor Judge Livingston, delivered a ve- 
ty eloquent and elaborate opinion the day after 
the argument, in which he discussed with great 
clearness and ability the principles of law invol- 
ved inthe case. He observed that no man could 

€ more opposed to the infringement of the Le- 
gislative Province by the Judiciary than himself. 
He sincerely lamented that courts had ever ta- 

enit upon themselves to give any other con- 
struction to a law than such as its plain letter 
Would warrant and support—but that since such 
Powers had been assumed and practised upon 
rom time immemorial, and were now sanction- 
ed by innumerable decisons, he was bound to 
receive those decisions, as the law of the land, 
equally imperative upon him with the statutes 
of the United States. That if the Legislature in 
the present instances had expressly declared that 
the laws imposing an embargo should go into 
iMmediate operation in every part of the Un.on, 
and that whether promulgated or not, they 
should be equally binding upon the commumity,

count of commercial transactions at A- 


moy, a port of China, about five days’ 
sail from Canto, it will undoubtedly be 


highly gratifying to many of our rea- 
ders :-— 

“ You will expect some account of A- 
moy. I shall willingly give you all I 
know. The Chinese treated us with 
more than common welconic. T hey 
sent us a present of five baskets of flour, 
as many of rice, a small quantity of pork, 
with other little articles. We were 
likewise’permitted to land, to make our 
own purchases, without the intervention 
of any Chinese, and ship them off with- 
out any duty or molestation. We could 
not dispose of our cargo. The princi- 
pal obstacle that arose, appeared to me 
to proceed from the Spaniards belong- 
ing toa Spanish ship in the harbor. 
They were not only actuated bya jeal- 
ousy which competition in trade will in- 
yarlably promote, but likewise desirous 
to turn our arrival to their own advan- 
tage, they entered into a confederacy 
with the Chinese merchants, and offered 
me 8 dollars per pel. {but litthe more 
than half the price at Canton] clear of 
all charges-——nor could I, by allthe means 
I took, get a single offer from the Chi- 
nese merchants individually, but under 
that price—so much were they influ- 
enced by the Spaniards. It is wellknown 
they have carried on a trade to this port 
for ,many years. The ship to which I 
have alluded, left Manilla in the month 
of July, with a cargo of rice and specie 
to the amount of 200,000 Dollars—will 
remain to the month of Nov. or Dec. 
and return with a cargo of all sorts of 

‘hinese cloths, but chiefly a kind of 
coarse crass silk cloth for the Mexico 
and Peru markets. The duties, port 
charges ond presents amount to from 
18 to 24,900 Dollars, which will not ap- 
pear exorbitant, when you are told, that 
the difference between Canton and this 
port «that in the former, the duties 
are included in the price—here they 
are net. The foreign trade at Amoy is 
carried on under the rese, and conse- 
quently subject to every arbitrary impo- 
sition; but when the Spanish captain, 
who had traded here for many years, 
and had likewise the assistance of a Chi- 
nese, who shared with him‘in the voyage, 
met with difficulties, what may not’a 
stronger expect, and particularly an im- 
patient, impetuous countryman of yours 
or mine? The Spanish captain was 14 
daysin the Bay before he could settle 
the preliminaries, and then he was per- 
mitted to enter the harbor, and obliged 
to land his guns and sails. I discovered 
the jealousy of the Chinese by the ques- 
tions they put to me about ovr guns and 
seapoys—and how come so large a ship 
to havea cargo to so smali amount‘ 
{ inferred from these questions, that 
they. considered we came with other 
views than those of trading: Every thing 
therefore should be concealed that can 
excite their jealousy. 
communication is through the Spanish 
language—one cause of the great influ- 
ence of the Spaniards. I was very for- 
tunate in being able to speak the Malay 
language. Many Chinamen here con- 


verse very freely in it, in consquence of 


the considerable trade carried on from 
this port to Tringam, Rhio, Batavia, Mac- 
cassar and Sooloo. Seven junks outof ten 
had arrived while we were there. The 
conclusion I draw from Amoy is, that it 
is impossible to trade there but when the 
demand is great.. The beet!e-nut, pep- 
per, tatans, &c. are good articles, and 
double, if not three times the Canton pri- 
ces may be had, as I judge from a price- 
current which I drew up when there.”
